Carter critical of 
Israeli settlements 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Carter said today Israel’s move to es­ 
tablish and legalize settlements in oc­ 
cupied Arab territories may be an ob­ 
stacle to peace in the Middle East which 
will be “difficult for world opinion to ac­ 
cept.” 
Carter told his bi-weekly news con­ 
ference his main concern was not over 
the Israeli government’s legalization 
this week of three existing settlements in 
occupied territories, but over the 
establishment of new settlements 
He said that last week during meetings 
in Washington with Israeli Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin, “ I let Prime 
Minister Begin know of our own 
government’s deep concern. 
“ I hope we can overcome the dif­ 
ficulties ” 
Carter also: 
— Defended new sales of arms to 
Egypt, Sudan and Somalia as attempts to 
confine conflicts to a single area and 
“ reduce competition with the Soviet 
Union.” He said, “ I am determined to 
continue a downward trend in arms 
sales.” 
— Announced that formal negotiations 
will begin in Geneva on Oct. 3 on a total 
ban on testing nuclear devices because of 
“ sufficiently 
promising” 
preliminary 
talks 
— Estimated the U.S. trade deficit this 
year will be $25 million, quadruple the 


largest deficit in history, and he is con­ 
cerned that “ by leaps and bounds the 
American people are importing and us­ 
ing too much oil.” 
— Strongly urged passage of a bill 
providing public financing of Senate 
election campaigns to “ help restore 
public confidence” in the electoral 
process. Republicans are trying to 
filibuster the bill to death in the Senate. 


Carter said the decision by Israeli 
leader Begin to legalize three Jewish set­ 
tlements on the west bank of the Jordan 
River would “ tend obviously to increase 
the difficulties in establishing peace.” 


“ I hate to admit it,” Carter said in 
answer to a question, “ but I didn’t think 
of raising the subject of legalizing the ex­ 
isting settlements.” 


"What we did discuss was the es­ 
tablishment of new settlements. I 
pointed out that it would be difficult for 
world public opinion to accept.” 


He said the newly elected Israeli 
leader received pressure during his 
political campaign from new settlers 
who want the government to open new 
settlements. 


“ I said it would be easier to accept 
enlarging the existing settlements than 
the establishment of new ones,” Carter 
said.

Bill Holmes, chairman of the council’s 
Committee for the Improvement in 
Control and Management of Water- 
Sewer Services, said the council would 
hold a final briefing session Friday night. 
Circulators will begin to walk door-to- 
door Saturday morning seeking the 
signatures of supporters, Holmes said. 
Holmes said the committee must get 
at least 10 per cent of the area’s 1,237 
registered voters to qualify for an ap­ 
plication to the Local Agency Formation 
Commission, but that his committee will 
seek about 35 per cent 


An election would be held if LAFCO 
finds the service district proposal feasi­ 
ble. 
Homes and businesses in Mission Hills 
and adjoining Mesa Oaks, which would 
be included in the council proposal, are 
presently served by Mission Hills Water 
Company, Lompoc Utility Services Co., 
and Mission Hills Utility Co. 
If the drive by Holmes and the council 
are successful, a service district with 
taxing and administrative capacities 
would take over the management and 
control of the utility services. 
The council’s service district could buy 
the utility companies, outright or it could 
gain control by legal condemnation, ac­ 
cording to county officials. 
Holmes said the petition drive is the 
outgrowth of a decade of dissatisfaction 
with the utility services provided by the 
companies

District Attorney Stanley Roden an­ 
nounced Wednesday evening that a 
young man flying a kite which became 
entangled in high tension wires caused 
the Sycamore Fire. 
The disastrous Santa Barbara City 
foothills brush fire was put under control 
at 8 a.m. today and property damage es­ 
timates rose to more than $40 million as 
hundreds of weary firefighters left their 
stations to return home, leaving only a 
token force of about 80 men to keep 
watch and mop up. 
Roden said it was the conclusion of 
local and Federal law enforcement 
authorises that the cause was “ purely 
and solely accidental.” 
He said the man was in his 20’s, was a 
resident of the immediate area, and did 
not describe him further. He explained 
there was no evidence of criminality and 
identification of him might bring 
reprisals from those who had lost 
everything in the fire. 
The entanglement of the string of a box 
kite caused sparks to fall from a 16,000 
volt line to dry brush below, said Roden, 
during a heavy dry wind. TTie entangle­ 
ment came when the wind blew the kite 
string handle into a line of wires and 
caused an arcing affect. 
The kite flyer has undergone several 
hours of intensive investigation, in­ 
cluding a lengthy polygraph test by the 
Santa Barbara Police Department, 
declared Roden 
His story has been corroborated by 
witnesses in virtually every aspect, the 
district attorney said. 
Roden said he had no comment on 
whether civil liability was involved. 
“ We’ll leave that to future forums,” he 
said. He said the young man had con­ 
ferred with an attorney and was about to 
come forward when Forest Service and 
fire investigators traced him. 
Investigators checking out the man’s 
story found the kite handle and string 
wrapped around a cable tv line and the 
high tension line as described to them, 
and combed the area without finding any 
other evidence. 
Roden said the young man had given 
out a statement saying he was “deeply 
shocked and saddened” by the mishap 
and “ would always remember it with 
sadness ” 
While fire authorities had announced 
arrest of the young man earlier, no 
charges have been placed against him, 
and he is not being held further. 
Roden said two deputies on his staff 
had their homes destroyed in the fire, 
and the home of a third deputy was near­ 
ly destroyed. 
Authorities said the blaze had spread 
over 729 acres in Montecito and the city 
of Santa Barbara.

Lompoc teachers to learn 
contract terms in month

Lompoc teachers will have to wait a 
month before learning what salary in­ 
crease and other terms of employment 
have been negotiated for them by elected 
representative, the Lompoc Education 
Association (LEA). 


The LEA board of directors yesterday 
decided to hold a special meeting August 
30, a week before the first day of school, 
to present and “explain” the negotiated 
contract to teachers, LEA President 
Ruth Hadley announced. 


At that time, she said, teachers would 
also vote on whether to approve the con­ 
tract. The contract remains a “ tentative 
agreement” until teachers ratify and the 
Lompoc Unified School District ap­ 
proves it. 


Whatever the terms of employment 
agreed to by the LEA and the district, 
teachers may have to live with them for 
two years — the duration of the contract 
as recently negotiated, it has been 
learned. 


The LEA initially intended to negotiate 
only a one-year agreement, which would 
allow the organization to collectively 
bargain with the district next year on the 
full scope of employment issues. 


According to the agreement, however, 
there are “ reopeners’’ for salary and 
fringe benefits, so that the LEA could 
bargain once again on these issues next 
year.

creases in salary and fringe benefits 
were negotiated this year, but a con­ 
tingency fund recently set up by the dis­ 
trict puts it in a position to pay for up to a 
seven or eight per cent pay hike. 
Though teachers may be curious about 
their salary raise and other issues, “ We 
do not want to have a meeting right now 


because there are so many teachers out 
of town,” LEA President Hadley said. 
“ It’s only fair that they all get it at the 
same time.” 
The LEA decided against immediately 
mailing out the contract to teachers 
“ because of the uncertainty of the postal 
service,” Hadley said. 
Before the conclusion of negotiations 
this Sunday, the district agreed to 
withhold all details on the contract until 
the LEA could present it to all of the 
teachers at the same time. 
“This is common practice,” Hadley 
said, “ just one of those things that are 
done.” 
One Lompoc teacher criticized “ the 
way it’s always been done,” calling it 
“ expedient, but not the best way to keep 
teachers informed,” or to allow them to 
“ study the contract, think about it." 


“ We should have time to evaluate the 
contract, to digest the implications of all 
statements, all agreements.” 
The teacher, a member of the Lompoc 
Federation of Teachers, rival teacher 
union that lost of the LEA in May’s 
bargaining agent election, objected to 
the LEA’s scheduling of ratification so 
close to the next school year’s opening. 
The plan is “ designed to pressure us” 
into agreem ent, the teacher said. 
“ Unless we ratify the contract before 
school starts, pay raises won’t be in­ 
cluded in our September paychecks. Pay 
raises can’t be retroactive, so we’re 
forced to approve it.” 
Another reason for the delay, the LFT 
member said, is that “ they don’t want to 
give us time to mobilize, to organize op­ 
position to the contract.” 
LEA President Hadley rejected the no­ 
tion that teachers would not have 
adequate time to evaluate the contract. 
“ We had given them a copy of the 
proposed contract. They know the issues 
involved 
They don’t have the final 
resolutions, but they are aware of the 
topics,” she said. "All the details of the 
contract will be given to the teachers 
before they start work.” 


President's food stamp 
pian assured of passage 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Carter’s plan to help several million ad­ 
ditional needy Americans get free food 
stamps is now assured of final congres­ 
sional approval. 


The plan, passed by the Senate as part 
of an omnibus farm and food stamp bill, 
cleared the House 317 to 102 Wednesday 
as the lawmakers neared an end to 
debate on the House version of the bill. 
House A gricu ltu re C om m ittee 
Chairman Thomas Foley, D-Wash., said 
he hopes to complete action on the 
approximately $11 billion bill — which 
also includes increases in crop supports 
for farmers — by late today. 
Under a law which expires in 
September, food stamp recipients must 
pay cash for part of their allotment. A 
family of four with a net monthly income 
of $250, for example, pays $71 for $170 in 
stamps, thus getting a $99 “ free bonus.” 
Under Carter’s plan, the family would 
get its $99 in bonus stamps without hav­ 
ing to buy the additional $71 worth. 
Backers of the plan said an estimated 2 
million to 3 million poor people eligible 
for stamps but unable to afford the 


required purchases are expected to enter 
the program if the purchase requirement 
is abolished 
But the new stamp bill also lowers In­ 
come eligibility ceilings, tightens anti­ 
fraud rules and includes a stiff new “job 
search” requirement for able-bodied, un­ 
employed stamp recipients. 
It also would ban stamps for families 
where the breadwinner quits a job and 
eliminates aid to students with no depen­ 
dents unless the students are working or 
looking for work. 
Experts estimated these changes 
would drop some 1.5 million higher- 
income recipients from the stamp 
program and would cut benefits for 
about 4.4 million others. 
The House adopted a proposal, opposed 
by Carter, to put a “ cap” on spending 
authorizations for stamps. But the ceil­ 
ing was described as largely symbolic 
because it was set more than $200 million 
a year above spending forecasts. 
House members also adopted a provi­ 
sion which would expand stamp benefits 
to needy people in areas — largely in the 
Midwest and Northeast — where housing 
and heating costs are unusually high.

Bank considers financing 
sale of Lance's stocks 


MEMPHIS, Tenn. (UPI) - 
Officials of Union Planters 
N ational 
Bank confirm ed 
Wednesday that the Memphis 
bank has been asked to consider 
financing for the proposed sale 
of Georgia bank stock owned by 
U.S. Budget D irector Bert 
Lance. 
Board Chairman W illiam 
Matthews Jr., however, was 
quoted in The Commercial Ap­ 
peal as saying the bank has 
made no decision. 
“We’ve been asked to consid­ 
er a transaction,” Matthews 
was quoted as saying when 
asked about a reported deal in­ 
volving the sale of Lance s 
stock in the National Bank of 
Georgia to an Atlanta business­ 
man. 
“ Because of all the tech­ 
nicalities involved, such as 
banking regulations, we must 
give it careful study before 
making any decision.” he said 


Lance is attempting to divest 
his 200,767 shares of bank stock 
to meet President Carter’s 
requirements concerning busi­ 
ness holdings for members of 
his staff. 
It was reported earlier this 
week that Jackson T. Stephens, 
president of a Little Rock. Ark , 
investment firm was handling 
the sale of Lance's stock to 
David N. Smith, an Atlanta 
businessman, and hoped to 
arrange financing with Union 
Planters. 
When questioned about the 
stock sale, Lance told reporters 
in Detroit that he knew Smith 
was the prospective buyer of 
his 16 per cent share in the 
Atlanta bank but had no other 
details. 
Stephens, who is a friend of 
Lance and president and board 
chairman of Stephens Inc. of 
Little Rock, is a Union Planters 
stockholder

The 75-year-old Wilkins, who 
has been the executive officer 
of the National Association for 
the Advancement of Colored 
People since 1955, was to turn 
over the organization’s leader­ 
ship to Benjamin L. Hooks at a 
ceremony this afternoon. 


Hooks, a Memphis, Tenn., 
lawyer, leaves his job as a com­ 
missioner with the Federal 
Communications Commission, 
a position he has held since 
1972 He formally assumes the 
NAACP office Aug. 1. 
Wilkins will stay on at the 
NAACP as a paid consultant for 
three years and has indicated 
he will do some writing after 
his retirement. 
During his 22 years as direc­ 
tor, Wilkins witnessed a rising 
black consciousness in the ‘60s

Throughout Wilkins’ years, 
the NAACP won impressive 
victories in the courts With a 
membership of approximately 
half a million, it has become the 
most influential and enduring of 
the civil rights organizations. 
But the 68-year-old associa­ 
tion has been hard-pressed 
financially in the past year 
because of a $1.2 million court 
judgment against it in Missis­ 
sippi. 


BEERSHEBA, Israel (UPI) 
— A bomb exploded in an open- 
air market in this southern 
desert town today, injuring 29 
persons in the seventh such at­ 
tack against Israeli targets this 
month. 
Police called on the public to 
be especially alert to suspect 
packages and speculated that 
the series of bomb attacks was 
part of a campaign by hostile 
Palestinian groups against 
Israel’s new government. 
Police said the explosive 
charge was planted in a packing 
case used as a trash can at a 
stand selling felafel — a pop­ 
ular sandwich made of fried 
chickpea paste. 


The unidentified felafel ven­ 
dor was hospitalized with 
serious injuries, along with 
Pinhas Perez, owner of a 
neighboring stand, who said 
merchants and customers scur­ 
ried briefly in panic. 
"Everybody started running 
when the bomb went off, but 


they came back and helped 
remove the wounded,” he said 
from his hospital bed 
Police closed off the market’s 
narrow lanes and arrested 11 
passing Arabs 
Thursday is an especially 
busy day at the Beersheba 
m arket, w here Jew s and 
Bedouin Arabs mingle in a 
dusty, colorful jum ble of 
stands, selling fruits, vegeta­ 
bles, metalwork and other 
goods in addition to camels and 
goats. 
It was the second such bomb 
attack in two days — Wednes­ 
day a pipe bomb thrown away

Senate liberals 
stalling on 
anti-busing bill 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Out- 
numbered liberals have no 
chance of stopping a proposed 
anti-busing bill in the Senate 
Judiciary C om m ittee, but 
they’re hoping to kill a lot of 
time before the inevitable vote 
of approval. 
It took an hour just to get a 
quorum Wednesday so the com­ 
mittee could begin work on the 
controversial bill sponsored by 
Sen. Joe Biden, D-Del. 
Opponents 
im m ediately 
sought to slow proceedings and 
eventu ally won a one-day 
recess when Sens. Edward Ken­ 
nedy, D-Mass., and Birch Bayh, 
D-Ind , made a timely exit and 
the committee had to recess un­ 
til today for lack of a quorum. 
The bill would limit the use of 
court-ordered busing in school 
desegregation cases by allow­ 
ing courts to order busing only 
when racial discrimination is 
found to be “ the principle 
motivating factor” in pupil as­ 
signment. 
It also would require desegre­ 
gation cases to be heard and 
determined by a three-judge 
district court rather than a 
single judge, overturning action 
taken by Congress last year in a 
judicial economy move. 
Sen. James Abourezk, D- 
S D , a busing advocate, began 
Wednesday’s meeting by asking 
that Sens George McGovern, 
D-S.D., and Jacob Javits, R- 
N.Y., who had asked to testify 
before the bill was considered, 
be given that “ senatorial 
courtesy.” 
He moved that action be put 
off until they were heard 
Biden said he wanted to be 
“respectfully 
discourteous,” 
and begin work immediately 
while agreeing to hear McGov­ 
ern and Javits. 
Sen 
Strom Thurmond, R- 
N.C., a busing opponent, moved 
to table the Abourezk motion, 
prevailed 8-2 and the commit­ 
tee started to work on a series 
of amendments from the liberal

I'd like to see the 
volunteer effort grow at the 
same pace,’’ Brown told a 
group of volunteers 
Earlier in the day.

G o v e rn m e n ta l 
Organization Committee, as 
Brown's "special assistant for 
voluntarism ” 
Baldwin. 43. accompanied the 
governor on his Stockton tour 
Brown lamented what he 
described as a "missing in­ 
gredient" at too many institu­ 
tions — human contact. 
More and more people are 
being put in institutions 
and 
then being shunted aside in too 
manv cases," Brown said 


"No matter how many people 
we hire, w e’ll never have 
enough of the human contact we 
need Volunteer programs are 
wavs of trying to mitigate the 
alienation and separation of 
modem society." 


Twenty-three volunteers at 
Stockton have completed the 
eight hours of training neces­ 
sary to become part of the one- 
patient. one-volunteer program 
Brown is promoting 


The governor talked to the 
volunteers, observed children 
demonstrating newly acquired 
skills, met a group of senior 
citizens who act as foster 
grandparents to the mentally 
retarded children and even 
shook a maraca while about 25 
adults entertained the governor 
with the songs. "W e Like to 
Laugh" and "Day by Day ' 
Speaking to reporters. Brown 
denied that he has overempha­ 
sized voluntarism and not 
provided enough funds for paid 
staffers, noting that $50 million 
was added to this year’s budget 
for state hospitals 
"We re appropriating money 
for more positions than can be 
filled." he said Asked why he 
had not provided more money 
for state mental hospitals 
before, he said, “ I resist 
spending money 
Where there 
are needs that are demonstrat­ 
ed that I've got to spend the 
money. I do ” 
Brown also visited the Stock­ 
ton Filipino Center, a privately 
funded senior center and day 
center which includes low- 
income, federally funded hous­ 
ing

27. convict­ 
ed of first degree murder seven 
years ago. was granted a se­ 
cond trial because her attorney 
died during the orig inal 
proceedings and was replaced 
by a lawyer unfamiliar with the 
case. 
Her present attorney. Max­ 
well Keith, sought a verdict of 
second degree m urder or 
manslaughter, arguing that 
although she did take part in the 
killings she was incapable of 
premeditation because of heavy 
LSD usage and the influence of 
the gang's leader, Charles 
Manson 
A guilty verdict on a lesser 
count would free her, because 
the 7 years she has already 
served is longer than the max­ 
imum sentence.

Lawmakers blast proposed firm 
to sell state land overseas 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) - The 
proposed creation of a corpora­ 
tion to promote foreign pur­ 
chase of California agricultural 
land came under fire Wednes­ 
day from lawmakers and farm 
experts 
But the president of the San 
Francisco-based W estern 
Farmlands Ltd. argued that if 
his firm is allowed to do 
business in California, as much 
as $50 million will be pumped 
into the state s agricultural in­ 
dustry. 
The sometimes harsh com­ 
ments came at a joint hearing 
of the Assembly Agriculture 
Committee and the state Board 
of Food and Agriculture on how 
limited land purchase partner­ 
ships may affect California 
growers and ranchers. 
While much of the testimony 
dealt with the issue in general 
terms, almost all the discussion 
eventually returned to Western 
Farmlands as an example of 
how such organizations work. 
Basically, 
limited 
partner­ 
ships in agriculture consist of a 
group of investors who pur­ 
chase farmland from growers 
who ne^d cash to expand or con­ 
tinue operations and then lease 
it 
b ack 
to 
th em . 
The 
partnership corporation then 
takes a share of the profit from 
the crop on the land it owns as 
rent. 
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Western Farmlands Ltd. is 
different, in that it has a sister 
company based in the Nether­ 
lands Antilles where the tax 
structure makes it easier for 
foreign investors to do business 
in the United States. 
Western Farmlands has ap­ 
plied for permission to operate 
in California but Corporations 
Commissioner Willie Barnes 
said final approval will not be 
granted unless more informa­ 
tion about the company’s opera­ 
tions is received 
Charles Moore, a U.S. De­ 
partment of Agriculture econo­ 
mist, told the panel that such 
corporations are "welfare pro­ 


grams for the rich" because it 
would “ shelter" wealthy per­ 
sons from paying taxes. 
He added that Western 
Farmlands, if fully financed, 
could conceivably purchase 41 
per cent of all the agricultural 
acreage for sale in California 
during an average year. 
“ This would undoubtedly ex­ 
ert a strong upward pressure on 
farm real estate prices,” 
Moore said. 
Peter Schneider, president of 
the fledgling firm, argued that 
his company was merely an 
altern ative to traditional 
financing methods used by 
growers.

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Feds seek employes 
collecting welfare 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - A 
nationwide project is under way 
to ferret out federal employes 
fraudulently drawing both a 
federal paycheck and a welfare 
payment. 
H EW Secretary Joseph 
C a lifa n o 
d isclo sed 
the 
investigation Wednesday and 
explained that his department 
would be conducting the 
“ Project MATCH” in conjunc­ 
tion with the Justice Depart­ 
ment. 
He said the administration is 
considering the eventual expan­ 
sion of the investigation to 
include unemployment benefits 
and food stamps, to catch 
persons receiving money they 
are not supposed to be getting. 
“ The project will initially in­ 
volve taking the names of 
federal Civil Service employes 


throughout the country and 
checking them, by computer, 
against the welfare rolls,” 
Califano told a House Govern­ 
ment Operations subcommit­ 
tee. “ Where there is a match — 
where an individual is drawing 
both a federal paycheck and a 
welfare check — the matter 
will be investigated. 
“ In some of these instances, 
the individual will be legally 
and properly on the welfare 
rolls, based on his or her pay 
scale and the number of 
dependents,” he added. 
The HEW secretary said this 
will be the “ first time that a 
comprehensive check of federal 
civilian employes has been 
made as part of a nationwide 
campaign against welfare 
fraud, food stamp fraud and un­ 
employment insurance fraud.” 


Court says importation 
of baby sealskins wrong 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - In a 
victory for environmentalists, a 
federal appeals court says the 
government was wrong in per­ 
mitting importation of some 
baby fur sealskins from South 
Africa this spring 
The three-judge panel 
Wednesday invalidated federal 
regulations under which more 
than 12,000 sealskins were im­ 
ported to the United States in 
March by the Fouke Co. 
The decision by the U S Cir­ 
cuit Court of Appeals for the 
District of Columbia was a vic­ 
tory for eight environmental 
groups seeking to maintain a 
moratorium against sealskin 
importation under terms of the 
Marine Mammal Protection 
Act. 
The law allows the govern­ 
ment to waive the moratorium 
under some circumstances. But 
the appeals court said the 
government violated the law in 
this case because its regula­ 
tions allowed skins from some 
“ nursing" seals to be imported 
and about half of the imported 
skms to be taken from animals 
who were less than eight 
months old 


The director of the National 
Marine Fisheries Service, an 
agency of the Commerce 
Department, decided in 1975 
that the Cape seal herd in South 
Africa was healthy and could 
sustain a harvest of up to 70.000 
seals per year He waived the 
moratorium against importing 
sealskins for any future year 
when the total number of Cape 
seals killed did not exceed that 
number. 
A p e rm it w as issu ed last 
December to the Fouke Co., the 


only importer of sealskins into 
the United States, to bring in 
13.000 sealskins from the 1976 
harvest. An NMFS spokesman 
said more than 12,000 sealskins 
were imported by the company 
in March. He said they were to 
be processed here and then 
marketed in Europe. 
The Animal W elfare In­ 
stitute, Defenders of Wildlife, 
Friends of the Earth, Fund for 
Animals. Humane Society of 
the United States and other 
groups had unsuccessfully filed 
suit in U.S. District Court- 
The appeals court Wednesday 
reversed the lower court’s rul­ 
ing and said the government’s 
regulations violated the law and 
its decision to waive the 
moratorium against importing 
South African sealskins is in­ 
valid.

M arlin, 34, who recently 
moved to New York, was 
charged with 24 counts of 
securities, mail and wire fraud, 
interstate transportation of 
money obtained by fraud and 
causing the filing of false in­ 
come tax returns 


The counts carry prison 
terms of from three to 10 years 
each. 


Money given Marlin by in­ 
vestors seeking so-called “ tax 
shelters” was reportedly 
misappropriated and used for 
such personal use as a down 
payment on Marlin’s former 
Bel-Air mansion 


One of the devices allegedly 
used by Marlin to deceive in­ 
vestors in his “ London Proper­ 
ties” and “ First Kensington 
Bank” operations was to forge 
signatures of bank employes us­ 
ing counterfeit bank stationery. 
In May, a federal grand jury 
in Chicago indicted Marlin on 
charges of mail fraud, alleging 
he obtained $750,000 from 26 
Chicago investors for a non­ 
existent shopping center in 
Paradise. Calif. 


Connecticut man says 
goodbye to slain family 


PROSPECT, Conn. (U P I) — A silent Fred Beaudoin Jr. 
carried a freshly cut white carnation into the little church. It 
had wilted in his hand by the end of the Mass said for his 
wife, three sons and four daughters. 


Mrs. Cheryl Beaudoin, 29, the seven children and their 
young cousin were slain Friday in the biggest mass murder 
in Connecticut history. 


Beaudoin, a 32-year-old aerospace worker, led mourners 
Wednesday into the country church for a Mass of Christian 
burial. 


He spoke not a word. 


Beaudoin was assisted by his father and brother as he 
walked unsteadily into St. Anthony’s Roman Catholic Church 
in this rural town of 8,000. 
Beaudoin and his wife were married in the church in 1965 
and all their children were baptized there. Parishioners and 
neighbors described the family as “ the nicest people you 
would ever want to meet.” 
Beaudoin last saw his blonde wife and the children when he 
left for his night job in a North Haven aerospace factory last 
Friday. 
Beaudoin’s wife, and children — age 4 to 12 — were killed 
on that day. A funeral was held Tuesday in nearby Water- 
bury for another victim, the Beaudoins’ six-year-old niece, 
Jennifer Santoro. 
Beaudoin was taken in a limousine to the cemetery. The 
cortege entered Prospect Cemetery between stone pillars 
for the burial in a single grave under a huge maple tree The 
little cemetery provided the plot at no charge 
The pastor, the Rev. James F. O’Dea, embraced the tear­ 
ful Beaudoin after the cemetery service. 
Beaudoin has not returned to the charred ruins of his 
modest home since firemen discovered the carnage 
Beaudoin's foster brother, Lorne Acquin, 27, whom the 
children called “ Uncle Lornie,” has been charged with nine 
counts of murder. Hie victims were bludgeoned and the 
house was set afire. 
At the church, 34 pallbearers stepped slowly along the 
beige carpet to the front where the Rev. Joseph Donnelly. 31, 
spoke to an estimated 800 mourners. “ Many things are 
chaotic but none so much as death,” he said 
Beaduoin's second-youngest daughter, Holly, 5, found near 
her mother in the charred house, was near her again in 
death The grieving father asked that Holly's casket be 
carried alongside that of her mother. 
“ They were fine people,” said Mrs. Doris Ouellette, a 
neighbor of the Beaudoins. “ This was so senseless.” 


Assembly subcommittee agrees 


with minority admission ruling 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) - An 
Assembly 
subcommittee 
Wednesday agreed with the 
state Supreme Court ruling 
prohibiting minority graduate 
admission programs at the 
University of California, but it 
also criticized the decision 
The court ruling was the 
result of a suit filed by Allan 
Bakke, a white, who charged he 
was denied admission to the UC 
Davis Medical School because 
of a special program which 
allowed minority applicants 
less qualified than he to be ad­ 
mitted 
The state Supreme Court 
ruled the school’s affirmative 
action program was unconstitu­ 
tional because it fostered 
reverse discrimination. The un­ 
iversity appealed the case to 
the U.S. Supreme Court which 
agreed to hear it 


In a 39-page report, the As­ 
sem bly subcom m ittee on 
post-secondary education ex­ 
pressed no “ particular disa­ 
greement” with the state court

Noting that only three per 
cent of all California doctors 
and lawyers are black or 
Chicano, the committee said 
consideration of race is “ clear­ 
ly the most, and perhaps the on­ 
ly, effective means” for in­ 
tegrating the professions and 
adequately serving the needs of 
innercity communities. 
The committee also agreed 
with the state Supreme Court in 


urging the university to develop 
broader admission criteria, 
including recognition of eco­ 
nomic and educational disad­ 
vantages. 
The report urged the univer­ 
sity to recognize human service 
needs of minorities in broaden­ 
ing the criteria. 
“ An applicant with perfect 
test scores simply cannot serve 
residents of a barrio if he does 
not speak Spanish,” said the 
committee, citing statistics in­ 
dicating that four times as 
many family doctors practice 
in wealthy Los Angeles areas 
compared to poor innercity 
areas.

Mix well: Mi cup sugar, 4 cup salad oil, *4 cup cider 
vinegar 
Pour over vegetables. Add salt if necessary 
Cover and refrigerate at least eight hours, tossing 
now and then.

Forgotten Cake

8 egg whites, stiffly beaten

has been heated to 425 degrees Turn oven off im­ 
m ediately and leave cake in overnight or all day (6-8 
hours). 
Whip *4 pt. whipping cream and spread on cake im­ 
m ediately and place in refrigerator. 
Top with any berries or fresh fruit.

Combine milk and butter in pan. Boil. Remove, 
blend in morsels, vanilla, icing sugar and beat until of 
spreading consistency. Add a few drops of milk if 
necessary.

Cocoa Apple Cake 
(10 servings) 
3 eggs 
2 cups granulated sugar 
1 cup (2 sticks) margarine 
4 cup water 
2 4 cups all purpose flour 
2 tbsp cocoa 
1 tsp baking soda 
1 tsp. cinnamon 
1 tsp allspice 
1 cup finely chopped nuts 
4 cup chocolate biU 
2 apples, cored and grated or finely chopped (2 cups) 
1 tbsp. vanilla 
Beat together eggs, sugar, margarine and water un­ 
til fluffy Sift together flour, cocoa, soda, cinnamon 
and allspice. Add to creamed mixture and mix well. 
Fold in nuU, chocolate, apples and vanilla until evenly 
distributed. Spoon into greased and floured 10-inch 
loose bottom tube pan. Bake in 325 degree oven 60 to 70 
minutes until cake tests done.

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Alamo Pintado road work 
hearings open in Solvang 


Attracting an audience of 
about 35 people, the Santa Bar­ 
bara County Department of 
Transportation conducted a 
public meeting Tuesday night in 
the conference room of the 
Solvang Municipal Improve­ 
ment District to receive input 
on a proposal to realign and 
reconstruct a stretch of Alamo 
Pintado Road a quarter of a 
mile north of Highway 246, 
Solvang, to Baseline Avenue in 
Ballard. 
The session was conducted by 
Harold Purdy, senior design 
engineer for the county D of T, 
with the aid of Michael A. Cac- 
cese, a project engineer with 
the county, who described with 
the use of wall maps, a group of 
six alternate routes for the 
project. 
Purdy said the road job, 
which will extend for about 
three miles north of Solvang to 
Ballard, will cost an estimated 
$1 million, with 98 per cent of 
the funds coming from Federal 
Aid Secondary sources along 
with matching funds from the 
state. Purdy said the county 
would probably spend about 
$100,000 in obtaining rights-of- 
way and preparing engineering 
data.

sharp curve has been funded by 
the county with construction 
scheduled to begin in the spr­ 
ing. He emphasized the bridge 
work was not a part of the 
overall Alamo Pintado Road 
reconstruction and said the new 
bridge would tie into the new 
roadw ay long before the 
Solvang to Ballard job was 
started. 
Following another field 
review and approval for funding 
by FAS and the state, Purdy 
said plans called for the county 
“ to get into design work and 
right-of-way acquisition after 
July 1978.” 
He noted that it would take 
three years of accumulation of 
funds to get the project off the 
ground. Purdy envisioned start 
of the project by 1980.

Public hearings 
on five school 
budgets slated 


Public hearings on the 1977- 
78 fiscal year budgets for the 
Santa Ynez Valley High School 
District as well as four area 
elementary school districts are 
scheduled for next week. 
Set for Monday, hearings will 
be held at 8 p.m. at the College, 
Solvang. and Los O livos 
elem entary d istricts. The 
Ballard School District board 
will conduct its hearing at 8 
p.m 
Wednesday as will the 
board of trustees of the Santa 
Ynez Valley High School 
District. 
Governing board members of 
the Buellton Union School 
District will conduct a hearing 
Thursday at 8 p.m. at the 
Jonata School. 


The survey will take several 
days and will be conducted on a 
door-to-door basis by members 
of the Environmental Health 
Division 
staff. 
Recognizing 
many persons are not available 
at home during the normal 
w orking h ou rs, the E n ­ 
vironm ental 
Health staff 
members will be contacting 
some residents in the afternoon 
or early evening. 
The reason for the survey is 
to collect up to date informa­ 
tion related to any private 
water supplies which may exist 
in the Los Olivos area as well as 
to collect data regarding in­ 
dividual methods of sewage dis­ 
posal 
The Environmental Health 
Division would greatly ap­ 
preciate it if anyone having 
written records of sewage dis­ 
posal system installation, type 
or sizing criteria or records 
related to water well supplies 
such as well logs or chemical 
analyses would make such 
records available for inspection 
during the survey. 
Residents of Los Olivos are 
asked to assist the Environmen­ 
tal Health Division by providing 
members of the survey team 
with the most accurate infor­ 
mation possible. 


A ll of the a lt e r n a te s 
described by Purdy and Cac- 
cese called for the construction 
along a 60-foot right-of-way of a 
two-lane, 40-foot wide paved 
roadway. Two lanes of 18 feet 
each would be used for 
vehicular traffic and two feet 
mi either side would serve as a 
bike path. At present, Purdy 
said, no provision had been 
made in any of the plans for 
equestrian trails along the 
road. 
All of the alternates called 
for the elimination of a pair of 
sharp right angle turns just 
north of the Santa Ynez Valley 
Hospital and in the vicinity of 
the Petersen fam ily ranch 
property. 
Purdy emphasized that no 
matter what alternative was 
finally chosen, “ these right 
angle turns will have to be 
removed. We won’t do anything 
unless it cannot be done right 
under federal guidelines.” 
Alternate Nos. 1 and 3, it was 
pointed out would result in 
eliminating the turns, but would 
follow a more westerly direc­ 
tion, necessitating the removal 
of bams and houses in the path 
of the proposed reconstructed 
road. Alternate Nos. 3, 4 and 5, 
it was pointed out, would 
require provision of access 
either north or south to Alamo 
Pintado Road. 
“ Each of the alternates has 
its own problem s,” Purdy 
declared Considering rights-of- 
way costs, drainage problems 
and other factors, the engineer 
said alternate No. 6 “ would 
probably be the less costly.” 
Purdy, said too, that the 
county through the years has 
already acquired some of the 
rights-of-way along the planned 


reconstructed road. 
Voicing opposition to the 
project was Leonard Petersen 
of Santa Maria, whose family 
owns extensive ranch property 
on either side of the existing 
road, and Robert S. Herdman, a 
fo rm er C a lifo rn ia S ta te 
Highway commissioner, who 
resides along Alamo Pintado 
Road south of the area being 
considered for reconstruction 
and realignment. 
Petersen characterized the 
project as a “ monstrosity,” and 
said removal of the right angle 
turns would mean the loss of 
prime farm land which he 
stated was contrary to present 
policies of the board of super­ 
visors, which in recent months, 
has downzoned large parcels in 
an effort to keep them in farm­ 
ing. 
It was Herdman’s belief that 
the right angle turns served to 
slow the flow of traffic. James 
L. Farmer, a real estate broker 
of Solvang, said reconstruction 
of the road, would result in an 
increase in the speed of vehi­ 
cles. 
Purdy countered by saying, 
“ It is not planned to make it 
into a speedway” and pointed 
out the recent speed checks 
along the present route 
revealed that 80-plus per cent of 
those using Alamo Pintado 
travel at an average speed of 57 
miles an hour. 
Donna Thomson, speaking as 
a representative of the Ballard 
Improvement and Protective 
Assn., the organization which 
voted to ask the county to un­ 
dertake the studies for the road 
project, said her group “ backed 
the concept of the project, but 
objected to slashing across 
agricultural land” in the area of 
the two right angle curves. 
King Merrill, who said he had 
lived on Alamo Pintado for the 
past 31 years and had driven it 
three or four times a day during 
that period, was emphatic in his 
support of the project. 
He cited the number of acci­ 
dents, some fatal, which have 
occurred on the present road, 
noted the danger factor to 
bicyclists and equestrians who 
travel the road, which at the 
moment is 18-feet wide and 
pointed to the annual flooding 
which occurs in the roadway. 
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THE ARRIVAL of warm summer days in the Santa Ynez Valley has prompted the start of the 
harvesting of the area’s wheat crop. Two giant custom harvesters are pictured on the job onlar“ 1' 
ing land west of Refugio Road and north of the Santa Ynez River.

completion prior to the start of 
the fall term Sept. 6. 


Scheduled to address the 
board is B D. Collins of Lom­ 
poc, general contractor for the 
building project. 


A portion of the historic 
Rancho El Alamo Pintado south 
of Ballard has been sold by the 
de la Cuesta, trust of which 
Mrs. Elenita de la Cuesta 
Merrill is trustee, to Mr. and 
Mrs. Jam es W 
Nachazel, 
formerly of Skyline Park 
Approximately 33 acres of the 
ranch’s 44 acres and including a 
two-story adobe home built in 
1884, a large barn, well and ex­ 
pansive reservoir for the 
storage of irrigation water, 
w ere p u rc h a se d by the 
Nachazels. 
Fonda del Alamo Pintado, 
one of the few two-story adobes 
in California, was built by two 
Englishmen, and served as the 
site for the Alamo Pintado Inn 
which was founded in 1889 It 
flourished for many years as a 
popular vacation resort 


About 21 of the 33 acres are 
used for agricultural produc­ 
tion. In recent years, it has 
produced alfalfa, and oats and 
sudan grass for hay. 
The Santa Barbara County 
board of supervisors has 
designated the old adobe and 
the tiny Santa Ynez Branch 
Library as County Historical

as Cynthia Comsky comes in. 
“ I help people formulate an 
idea about the image they 
might want to portray to the 
public,” said Mrs. Comsky, an 
art dealer and owner of her own 
gallery. 
‘‘A corporate art consultant 
deals with images,” she ex­ 
plained. ‘‘Also, some com­ 
panies might want to speculate 
in art. That’s also where I come 
in. Consultants are hired 
because they're on top of what’s 
happening in the art world and 
know how to buy things for in­ 
vestment. 
“ If you’re going to be 
spending money, you might as 
w ell get something for it 
Sometimes companies will re­ 
sell or trade their art ” 
“ I ’m opening the door to what 
has been an elitist thing but 
doesn’t have to be. Art is a 
language of communication and 
corporate art is a way of 
building corporate identity, 
contributing to the art field and 
bringing art to the people.” 
She put together collections 
for Bank of America, CBS-TV, 
IB M , Litton Industries and 
Shell Oil among others. 
For Security Pacific National 
Bank's new corporate head­ 
quarters in Los Angeles, she 
outfitted 55 stories, covering 
one million square feet with 
$500,000 worth of paintings, 
scu lp tu re s, graph ics and 
Navajo blankets 
But she also has some small 
clients ‘‘and it’s fun to see them 


grow ” 
She likes to get involved with 
each client, from learning what 
they like to looking at architec­ 
tural plans and even helping 
hang her picks with a modular 
framing system that allows pic­ 
tures to be interchanged in case 
someone grows bored or un­ 
comfortable with a painting. 
When companies decide they 
want to buy art. she said, ‘ they 
have two ways they can go. 
They can do it themselves or 
hire somebody who knows art, 
who has the buying power.” 
Mrs Comsky said she is most 
excited when she gets jobs from 
referrals and is very proud that 
no one has ever been dis­ 
satisfied with what she has 
bought 
“ I'd rather have them like or 
dislike something, but not be in 
the middle.” 
Although she only picks up a 
paintbrush ‘‘to whitewash the 
fence” and has had no art 
schooling. Mrs. Comsky said 
she still knows what is good and 
what isn’t. 
‘‘You develop an eye for it. 
You can find young talent and 
you know it is a good piece of 
art, that it is good technically, 
aesthetically, et cetera.” 
For her clients, she said, ‘‘I 
pick the very best that will fall 
into the budget.” 
Not only is it important for 
companies to invest in art for 
the sake of their business and 
workers, she said, but for the 
sake of art itself. 


SAN DIEGO (U P I) - Doctor 
John West will go to any heights 
to conduct research on lung dis- 
ease. 
Like climbing Mt. Everest. 
He had a stationary bicycle 
hauled to the 24,500-foot level of 
the Everest climb in 1961 to 
make exercise measurements. 
‘‘You can imagine,” he ex­ 
plained, ‘ the bewilderment of 
the Sherpas who helped to carry 
a stationary bicycle to these 
altitudes!” 
West is professor of medicine 
and bioengineering, and head of 
the Division of Pulmonary 
Physiology at the University of 
California, San Diego. School of 
Medicine. 
When he won the 1977 West 
German Ernst-Jung Prize for 
Medicine a few months ago. he 
was praised for having ‘‘direct­ 
ly or indirectly, rendered great 
service to people afflicted by 
respiratory disorders all over 
the world.” 
During an interview in his 
cam pus office he proudly 
showed the large gold medal he 
received along with the $125,000 
prize for his achievements in 
the investigation of the physio­ 
logical basis of lung disease 
W est’s research projects 
have taken him below the sea. 
as well as to mountain tops A 
few years ago he won a $2 
million government grant to 
studv the lungs of sea lions 
The high-altitude research, 
the doctor explains, serves as 
an excellent model to explain 
what happens to patients in ad­ 
vanced stages of cardiac and 
pulmonary disease when the ox­

ygen pressure in arterial blood 
falls to very low levels. 
He calls High-altitude physi­ 
ology “ one of the more exotic 
branches of respiratory physi­ 
ology.” He wants to be the first 
to record physiological meas­ 
urements of man taken from 
the highest point on earth — 
which has the most extreme ox­ 
ygen deprivation man can en­ 
dure 
West is anxious to return to 
the Himalayas and ‘‘fill in the 
last 5,000 feet” that he didn’t do 
with his climb in 1960- ’61 with 
Sir Edmund Hillary. 
There is more sophisticated 
equipment available now, and 


West is working on an expedi­ 
tion of doctors and scientists to 
scale Mt. Everest, probably in 
I960 ‘‘You’d be surprised how 
many climbers there are in the 
m ed ical, s c ie n tific com ­ 
munity,” he assured. 
What West wants to do is fit 
the climbers with sensors that 
w ill record information on 
lightweight portable tape re­ 
corders climbers will store in 
their pockets. He said physio­ 
lo gical data w ill also be 
telemetered by way of minia­ 
ture radios from the climbers 
to the advanced base camp 
The ever-busy West is also 
heavily involved in the space 


shuttle program, which he says 
‘‘is going to lead to a tremen­ 
dous explosion in research.” 


Gravity has many effects on 
the lungs, and W est has 
designed an experiment with 
the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration which 
will be flown in one of the space 
shuttles due to be launched in 
1981. The equipment is now un­ 
dergoing fullscale simulation at 
the Johnson Space Center in 
Houston. 


“ We are interested in the role 
of mechanical stresses in the 
lung,” he explained, “ particu­ 
larly how these might lead to 


destruction of alveolar tissue as 
in the very common and disabl­ 
ing disease, emphysema 


At the banquet in Hamburg, 
Germany, where West received 
his award, he was lauded for his 
research which ‘‘has led to con­ 
sid erab le progress in the 
diagnosis, therapy and preven­ 
tio n of re s p ira to ry d is ­ 
orders.” 


West is an Australian who, 
after completing his medical 
training, went to London where 
he said his interest in the lung 
was aroused 
He joined the 
UCSD staff in 1969

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Professor offers course on how to cope w ith death 


SACRAMENTO, Calif. (UPI) 
— People should face death and 
be deeply hurt by it because it is 
as much a part of life as birth, 
says a psychologist who teaches 
a course on coping with death, 
Douglas Michell, psychology 
professor at California State 
University at Sacramento, said 
Americans don’t know how to 
deal with death because they 
avoid talking about it. 
“Face it, feel the tragedy, be 
deeply hurt by it,” Michell said 
he tells students in his course 
called “The Psychological As­ 
pects of Death” — one of the 


most popular at the university. 
He said he created the course 
after a heart attack made him 
realize that he, too, avoided 
death 
“I shunned thoughts about 
death, avoided funerals and felt 
uncom fortable around the 
bereaved,” Michell said. 
“My coronary made me see 
that death can happen to me 
and isn’t something that only 
strikes other people. I appreci­ 
ate life more now.” 
His students talk about their 
experiences with death to help 
remove the taboo on the sub­ 


ject. 
In addition to talking, stu­ 
dents write their own eulogies, 
obituaries and death cer­ 
tificates. They also visit funeral 
homes, listen to speakers and 
read books on death. 
Although class enrollment is 
limited to 30 students, 10 times 
the number enroll each semes­ 
ter, said Michell. 
“We try to take away the 
negative element in death,” 
said Michell. 
Morticians often discuss their 
job and how they feel about 
death. 


In their eulogies, said Mi­ 
chell, students usually write 
about their love for other peo­ 
ple and their contributions to 
society. 
“ They don’t list their 
achievements in an arrogant 
way,” he said. “They only hope 
they have made other people a 
little happier by touching their 
lives.” 
“The thing that surprises 
me,” said Michell, “is that 
after a number of years, people 
still haven’t resolved their 
grief. The guilt is still there 
because they’ve been told they 


shouldn’t feel that way.” 
He said the class gets very 
emotional at times. “We often 
have people crying in class 
when they talk about their ex­ 
periences. It brings everyone 
closer together.” 
Although many people are 
“ helped tremendously” by 
their religious beliefs, Michell 
said “ some people can be 
hindered by religion” in dealing 
with death. 
“I don’t think it’s religion 
itself that’s at fault, but a per­ 
son’s search for more cer­ 
tainty, more clear-cut answers 


than there really are,” he said 
“I know many people are in­ 
terested in life after death, but 
I feel the important question is 
whether there is life before 
death.” 
Michell said most persons 
haven’t prepared for their 
death by arranging a burial 
plan or will. 
“Most of us see the average 
life span as a guarantee that 
we’ll live to be 70,” he said, 
“but things in life are unpredic­ 
table.” 
Michell said most students 
leave the class with a greater 


appreciation of life, more will­ 
ing to face death and talk about 
it. 
At the end of the course, 
Michell asks his students to 
evaluate the course. 
One student wrote: “ I have 
learned not to be afraid of 
someone close to me dying; not 
to let it be all-consuming. Dying 
is as much a part of life as liv­ 
ing. The most important thing 
for me was to talk about death 
with those closest to me and 
heal old wounds At last the 
wounds are healing.” 
Michell said 
“People fear 


the dying process more than 
they fear being dead itself. 
Most of us want it to be painless 
and quick ”

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Legislative staff makes 
more money than bosses 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) 
- 
Legislators are the bosses in 
Sacramento, but many of their 
orders fall to staffers who take 
home larger paychecks 
A survey by UPI showed that 
130 of m ore than a 1,000 
legislative employes are paid 
more than lawmakers. Even 
with the additional $35 a day 
legislators receive while in ses­ 
sion, about 50 of the employes 
m ake m ore than the law ­ 
makers 
The survev did not include the 
L egislative a n a ly st’s staff, 
L egislative Counsel or the 
A uditor G e n e ra l’s o ffic e. 
Although they are technically 
legislative 
em ployes 
th e ir 
salaries are set independent of 
the rules com mittees in the 
Senate and Assembly. 
For example, Senate P resi­ 
dent Pro Tern Jam es Mills' 
chief assistant, Bruce Samuel 
makes $37,044 a year Mills, D- 
San Diego, makes $23,232. 
Assembly Speaker Leo T Mc­ 
Carthy’s chief assistant. Ralph 
Ochoa, an attorney, m akes 
$35,376 a year McCarthy, a San 
Francisco 
Democrat, 
makes 
the same as Mills — $23.232 
Before adjourning for the 
summer recess, the assembly 
passed legislation to hike law­ 
m akers’ salaries by 10 per cent 
to $25.565 a year, effective Dec 
4. 1978

“On an overall basis, the 
salary rates in the legislature 
are very close to the surveyed 
salary rates (private and other 
governmental employers),” the 
study by Touche Ross & Co.

that legislative employes are 
generally overpaid is not true ” 


The report cited staffers at 
all levels that were underpaid 
and some that were overpaid 
compared to similar jobs in the 
private sector or other govern­ 
mental jobs. 


It said although there are “p- 
sychic” rewards for legislative 
employment, low levels of par­ 
ticipation in the retirement 
plan and the absence of many 
benefits 
indicate that the 
legislature's total benefit per 
employe is “ slightly below 
co st’’ of that provided by 
private and other governmental 
employers 


The highest paid staffer 
working for the Senate and As­ 
sembly is Dr. Paul O’Rourke, a 
physician, who received a 
salary of $42,072 as a special 
consultant for the Senate Office 
of Research. 
O’Rourke, who will leave his 
Senate job July 21, has been 
employed by the office since 
1971. During the last six years 
he has worked on special as­ 
signments. including the Little 
Hoover 
C om m ission’s 
in­ 
vestigation and subsequent 
critical report of the Depart­ 
ment of Health 
O’Rourke told UPI he did not 
want to discuss the details of 
why he w as l eaving the 
legislative staff. 
John Williamson, executive 
officer of the Senate Rules 
Com m ittee, 
is the second 
h i g h e s t paid l e g i s l a t i v e 


employe at $40,560 a year. 
W i l l i a m s o n w a s an a s ­ 
semblyman for eight yeers and 
a consultant for a legislative 
committee before assuming his 
current position. 
Just below Williamson, is 
Fred Taugher, Assembly Rules 
Committee administrative of­ 
ficer. who receives $38,928. The 
rules com m ittees in both 
h ouses handle personnel 
paperwork and payrolls for 
legislative employes. 
James Driscoll, chief clerk of 
the Assembly, earns the same 
annual salary as Taugher — 
$38,928. 
The veteran chief consultant 
to the Assembly Revenue and 
Taxation C om m ittee. Dave 
Doerr is paid $37,104 a year. 
Darryl White, secretary of 
the Senate, earns $37.044 along 
with Samuel, and William Kier, 
director of the Senate Office of 
Research 
Annual salaries of $33,828 are 
paid to the principal consultant 
for the Office of Research in 
the Senate. Louis Angelo; prin­ 
cipal consultant for the Senate 
Finance Committee. Gerald 


H a y w a r d ; 
and 
R o b e r t 
Rosenberg, also a principal 
consultant for the Senate Office 
of Research. 


Several 
consul tants 
to 
Assembly com m ittees make 
$33,732 a year. At the same pay 


level are Jack Johnson. Mc­ 
Carthy’s press secretary, and 
James Hurst, director of the 
Office of Research. 


John Delury. former staff 
director of Assembly Ways and 
Means and now a special assis­ 


tant to McCarthy, also makes 
$33.732. 


Overall, 71 employes in the 
Assembly receive bigger salar­ 
ies than their bosses. Fifty- 
three staffers fall into that 
category in the Senate.

Freedom of speech? 


Hopefully the lawsuit filed against nine 
defendants at Allan Hancock College, 
alleging censorship and restraint of 
freedom of speech, will help shed some 
light on the central questions in the case. 
On the one hand it remains to be seen, 
what control college officials may exer­ 
c ise o v er stu d e n t 
publications, and on 
the other hand there 
are other aspects of 
the case. 
For those who have 
followed all this, three 
plantiffs. D avid E 
E v a n s , 
A ll a n 
Erickson, and Frances 
Houston, allege that 
the defendants — the 
list includes the five 
college trustees and 
four college officials 
including the college president, and the 
former president, who has now retired 
— committed a series of censorships and 
restraints. The plaintiffs were all staff 
members of the Hancock publication, 
Oracle. 
All this began with a series of dis­ 
agreem ents between the editor, Evans 
and the college administration beginning 
on March 18 of this year according to the 
complaint The first incident involved a 
story on the lack of toilet facilities at the 
college. Plaintiff Evans, the complaint 
says, “developed a photograph to accom­ 
pany said article, setting the stage by 
wetting down a wall of a campus building 
and photographing four male staff 
members of the Oracle with their backs 
to the cam era standing in front of the 
wall.” 
One of the defendants, faculty adviser 
Robert Lang refused to permit publica­ 
tion of the photo 
The plaintiffs also charge that major 
changes were made in an article on the 
college’s declining enrollment, and also 
in an article concerning problems of ob­ 
taining a scholarship. 
The plaintiffs also contend that college 
officials prohibited the publication of 
two letters to the editor written by one of 
the plaintiffs and another student 
In still another instance, the plaintiffs 
charge that the college denied Evans 
petition for the lowering of campus flags 


to halfstaff to honor the students who 
were killed at Kent State. Furtherm ore, 
the plaintiffs charge, a story with a 
headline critical of defendant Walter E. 
Conrad, then college president, was 
altered. 
In still another instance, the plaintiffs 
charge that an article on the denial of 
human rights as practiced b j a brewery, 
authored by one of the plaintiffs, caused 
the author to be lectured in the presence 
of a representative of the brewery and 
that the brewery was offered a front 
page reply to the charges made in the a r­ 
ticle The latter arrangem ent, according 
to the plaintiffs, violating the policy of 
the Oracle which “ allowed the non­ 
student readership to participate via let­ 
ters to the editor.” 
The plaintiffs finally allege that the 
college blocked the publication of some 
articles under the caption “ Best of 
O racle.” 
This reporter will seek a reply from 
the defendants as soon as they complete 
their responses to federal court, which 
has jurisdiction in the case. 
But even more interesting should be 
the ruling of the court. 


AUSTIN. Texas — Big, booming Bill 
Moore, known in these parts as the “ Bull 
of Brazos County,” is the most powerful 
senator in the Texas legislature. He 
dom inates the Senate’s backroom s, 
where he works his will with the finesse 
of a prize Texas bull. He is a one-man 
stampede, who simply tram ples down 
his opposition. 
Moore is also an oil 
baro n , b an k er and 
businessman, with his 
fingers in 20 m ajor 
corporations. 
One of 
his u n a d e rv e rtise d 
e n te rp ris e s is the 
Sherw ood 
Nursing 
H o m e 
in 
B r y a n . 
Texas. 
The silent, shuffling 
old people who stay at 
Sherwood don’t live as 
well as their host. 
State inspectors have found "d irty 
enema cans and bedpans on bedside 
tables.” Human excrement, according to 
the records, has been observed on the 
floors. The inspectors reported that one 
room had “ an extremely strong urine 
odor.” The sanitation, maintenance and 
housekeeping procedures w ere also 
found to be "totally inadequate ” 
Patients received no care in the morn­ 
ing “ Oxygen tanks,” the records added, 
“ were left running.” Far more serious, 
there were “ no signatures of licensed 
nurses on medications” administered to 
patients. And prescribed treatm ents for 
the eldlery, according to the records, 
weren’t being carried out 
Few state officials want to arouse the 
wrath of the Bull of Brazos County. They 
kept putting off action against Moore's 
facility But the violations became so 
blatant in 1975 that Welfare Commis­ 
sioner Raymond Vowell finally notified 
Moore in a letter that his nursing home 
had violated its contract and that its pay­ 
ments would be suspended. 
The letter was a courtesy; m ost 
owners don’t receive polite notice. But 
Moore w asn't mollified. 
He raised an 
almighty howl 
He allegedly threatened 
to retaliate against the Welfare Dept. 


According to knowledgeable sources, he 
angrily threatened to begin by cutting 
the departm ent’s budget. He might even 
rem ove nursing hom es from the 
departm ent’s jurisdiction, he warned. 
This was followed by quiet pressure on 
the inspectors to view Moore’s convales­ 
cent home through rosier glasses But a 
subsequent inspection indicated that the 
living conditions at Sherwood hadn't im­ 
proved 
Here are just a few excerpts 
froih the inspection report: 
“ Patient given an enema and left unat­ 
tended ... P atient had expelled the 
enem a and was lying in feces ... 
Complete baths were not being given as 
often as required, and bowel elimina­ 
tions were recorded sometimes six days 
apart.” 
The inspectors, sniffing the air 
delicately, also reported the strong odor 
of urine 
They saw patients, covered 
only bv thin sheets, being wheeled 
around the halls Salt was also being fed 
to patients on low salt diets. Their con­ 
clusion. 
The facility “ continues to 
require a great deal of improvement ” 
Yet Vowell rushed off a letter to 
Moore, not to condemn him for the 
deplorable conditions, but to assure him 
that all payments to the nursing home 
would be restored. It was a friendly let­ 
ter, signed “ Raymond " 
The Bull of Brazos, puffing furiously 
on his pipe, defended himself in an inter­ 
view with our associate Howie Kurtz. 
Moore insisted he had never had any 
problems with his nursing home. “ It’s as 
fine as any facility in T exas." he 
snorted “ We re performing a public ser­ 
vice and I’m proud of it.” 
Moore repeatedly denied the payments 
to his nursing home had ever been 
suspended 
When Kurtz showed him 
documentary evidence, the senator con­ 
ceded. “ I do vaguely rem em ber it now 
It was during the legislative session and 
I was very busy.” 
His ruddy faced turned redder when he 
was asked about the pressure on Vowell 
“ That is a damn lie!” 
he roared 
"I 
have never put pressure on any state 
employe. Do you think I’m stupid9 
He said he wasn’t involved in the daily 


operation of the home and had never 
talked to Vowell about it. “ I don't 
rem em ber any co n v ersatio n ,” 
he 
growled. 
But the balding, hawk-faced Vowell 
told Kurtz a slightly different story. The 
commissioner acknowledged that Moore 
had spoken to him. “ I know Bill Moore 
for 30 years,” said Vowell. “ I told him 
what the recommendations were. 
He 
said, ‘You can’t treat me any differently 
than anyone else ” 
The commissioner insisted: “ He never 
put any pressure on me. Absolutely not. 
I’m not a person who has ever responded 
to political pressure.” 
Moore’s nursing home “ kind of got out 
of sh ap e .” explained Vowell. 
He 
restored its payments, he said, because 
it was making improvements. 
But most of the improvements ap­ 
parently had been missed by the inspec­ 
tors. 
Still another inspection revealed dirt, 
rubbish and cracked walls in some 
patient’s bedrooms. “ Roaches and flies 
were observed in patient rooms, dietary 
areas and clean linen storage areas,” 
stated the report. 
Bugs were also seen “coming in direct 
contact with the food.” Meals were 
served near used bedpans and urinals. 
Yet, no further action has been taken 
against Moore’s nursing home. 
Footnote: Sherwood isn’t the only 
nursing home in Texas that has been 
below standard 
Four corporations now 
control nearly one-quarter of the nursing 
home beds in Texas. These companies 
have been buying up convalescent homes 
like fast-food franchises. State officials 
have overlooked many violations by 
these homes, as well.

The deuce is a loser 


W A S H I N G T O N ( N E A ) - Th e 
Treasury Department, which has been 
having its troubles revam ping the 
nation s coins and currency, has a new 
problem on its hands the deuce is a dud 
The $2 bill that began rolling off the 
government’s printing presses in April 
1976 
j u s t 
i s n ’t 
“ selling” 
Although 
more than 500 million 
of the bills have been 
issued to date, only 
about 45 per cent of 
them have actually 
gone into circulation. 
U nless usage im ­ 
proves substantially 
over the next few 
years, Treasury will 
probably yank the $2 
bill off the market. 
F r o m 
t he 
government’s viewpoint, currency is like 
any other product: if it doesn’t “ sell,” it 
isn’t worth printing 


The problem with the $2 bill, according 
to government officials, is not ordinary 
consumer resistance but the reluctance 
of retail merchants to utilize and cir­ 
culate the new denomination. 
Supermarkets, convenience stores and 
other retail outlets have been slow to 
stock up on $2 bills. This means relative­ 
ly few are given out as change to 
customers and consequently, the bill has 
not obtained widespread circulation. 
Officials say the m erchants offer all 
sorts of excuses for not using the $2 bill. 
Some claim they have no space in the 
cash register for a new denomination, 
although manufacturers of the machines 
insist there is an extra compartment 
which could be used for the $2 bill. Other 
m erchants fret about the possibility of 
employe carelessness in handling the 
bill, fearing it will be mixed up with fl 
bills 
“ It’s just a m atter of habit, a reluc­ 
tance to change procedures,” said 
Jam es A. Con Ion, director of the Bureau 
of Printing and Engraving. “ We have 
every evidence that the average citizen 


is receptive, and we re working now to 
bring the retail community around.” 
At one point, the Treasury Department 
planned a $300,000 public relations cam ­ 
paign to promote use of the $2 bill But 
the idea was dropped when several top 
officials decided the taxpayers might 
look askance at an expenditure of more 
than a quarter-million dollars to promote 
a bill worth only $2. 
One helpful businessm an sent the 
d e p a r t m e n t a s a m p l e T - s h i r t 
emblazoned with a facsimile of the 
beleaguered bill and a slogan, “ Use the 
Deuce!” He offered to start producing 
the shirt in large quantities as a patriotic 
gesture, but the Secret Service - which 
doesn’t think much of any reproductions 
of official currency — confiscated the 
sample and vetoed further production. 
The only place in the country where 
the $2 bill has gained widespread accep­ 
tance is Portland, Ore., where ex­ 
ecutives of the Safeway supermarket 
chain and the Plaid P antries con­ 
venience stores made a concerted effort 
to circulate the bill. 
As a result of their campaign, use of 
the bill jumped 2,000 per cent in just over 
a month 
“ The Portland experience 
proves it can be done.” Conlon said. 
There is a considerable potential sav­ 
ings to be gained if the government can 
persuade people to use the $2 bill, since 
the printing of $1 bills now accounts for 
60 per cent of the annual workload of the 
Bureau of Printing and Engraving. 
The Bureau currently prints about 1.8 
billion $1 bills each year, at a cost of 
$15.25 per thousand. Because the $1 bill is 
so heavily used, it has an average life 
span of only 18 to 20 months. 
But if the Treasury Department can 
ever achieve its original goal of replac­ 
ing half the $1 bills in circulation with the 
new $2 bill, the government can save 
some $5 to $6 million annually. 
“ It’s going to take considerably longer 
than the five years we had expected, but 
the thing ma ke s so much sense 
pragmatically that we just have to 
believe the deuce will win out,” said 
Conlon

We leave it to you 
readers to decide whether 
South should have fallen into 
the trap. 
South won the spade lead 
with dummy's ace, led a club 
and finessed his jack West 
dropped the nine1 
South pondered a bit. 
entered dummy with the king 
of diamonds, cashed the ace of 
diamonds to discard a spade 
and repeated the club finesse 
This time West produced the 


queen and cashed his queen of 
diamonds 
All of a sudden 
South was squeezed He had to 
keep his queen of hearts 
guarded so he was forced to 
chuck a club 
Now West threw South in 
with a spade He ran off the 
rest of the clubs but that only 
gave him eight tricks and he 
had to lead a heart to give 
East the rest. 
South explained that he was 
afraid that if he did not repeat 
the club finesse and East did 
hold four to the queen, East 
would get in and lead a small 
heart to a probable honor in 
the West hand A reasonable 
fear, but we still rather think 
that South should have just 
continued clubs after the jack 
held 


There was a time when the 
bid for the larger number of

ints prevailed so that four 
arts could over-call five 
diamonds and so on. But about 
55 years back the laws were 
changed so that the bid for the 
greater number of tricks 
prevailed.
